Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1965  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your 
district. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  vital  statistics  are  good  and  compare  favourably  with 
those  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  128,  of 
which  122  were  measles,  two  scarlet  fever,  one  dysentery 
and  three  tuberculosis. 

The  figures  relating  to  vaccination  and  immunisation  are 
not  as  high  as  one  would  like.  I should  like  to  see  the  figures 
nearer  to  100  per  cent.  We  may  never  get  this  figure  but  we 
should  continue  to  strive  for  it.  Parents  want  continuous 
urging  and  persuading  to  get  their  children  the  protection 
against  the  infectious  diseases  which  vaccination  and  im- 
munisation offer  them. 
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The  Ministry  of  Health  is  concerned  at  the  low  acceptance 
rate  of  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  in  some  areas.  Dur- 
ing the  past  few  years,  following  the  campaigns  for  vaccina- 
tion, the  incidence  of  poliomyelitis  has  fallen  to  the  lowest 
level  recorded  in  this  country.  As  so  often  happens  with  a 
decline  in  the  number  of  cases  the  numbers  accepting 
vaccination  has  also  gone  down.  Constant  vigilance  is  re- 
quired to  keep  up  the  numbers  vaccinated  and  people  must 
not  be  allowed  to  become  apathetic.  I mentioned  in  last 
year’s  report  that  Professor  Sabin,  who  perfected  the  oral 
vaccine,  stated  that  if  all  children  under  15  years  were 
vaccinated  we  should  see  the  end  of  poliomyelitis.  We  must 
not  lapse  into  a false  sense  of  security  but  be  vigilant  and 
keep  pressing  those  apathetic  parents  to  get  their  children 
vaccinated. 

SOME  OTHER  DISEASES 

Once  again  deaths  from  coronary  artery  disease  top  the 
list  of  causes  of  death,  with  33  deaths.  This  is  a modern 
epidemic  and  very  concentrated  research  is  being  under- 
taken inlo  its  cause.  Though  the  exact  cause  is  not  known, 
many  factors  are  believed  to  be  involved.  One  can  help  avoid 
coronary  artery  disease  by  limiting  inlake  of  animal  fats; 
avoiding  smoking,  taking  adequate  rest  (mental  and 
physical)  from  work,  hiking  regular  exercise,  and  those  con- 
sidered at  risk  having  a regular  medical  check-up. 

Cancer  deaths  were  down  to  20  in  1965  as  against  34  in 
1964.  With  small  figures  one  must  expect  variations  which 
should  not  be  taken  to  mean  cancer  deaths  are  on  the  de- 
crease. On  the  contrary,  national  figures  show  an  annual 
rise.  The  steady  increase  in  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung 
is  depressing.  It  is  known  that  cigarette  smoking  is  a causal 
factor  but  how  very  difficult  it  is  to  get  people  to  accept  this 
and  give  up  smoking.  The  evidence  is  there  for  all  who  wish 
to  see  it.  There  are  none  so  blind  as  those  who  do  not  wish 
to  see. 

EXFOLIATIVE  CYTOLOGY 

Cancer  of  the  neck  of  the  womb  (cervix)  kills  about  2,500 
women  every  year  in  England  and  Wales. 

Towards  the  end  of  1964  and  early  in  1965  there  was  a 
great  surge  of  interest  amongst  women  in  the  area,  in  can- 
cer of  the  cervix.  Women’s  institutions  and  other  organisa- 
tions discussed  the  subject  at  national  conferences  and 
pledged  their  support  to  aim  at  securing  the  establishment 
of  diagnostic  clinics. 
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The  County  Council  in  1965  decided  to  start  special  clinics 
in  those  parts  of  the  country  where  facilities  did  not  already 
exist.  There  was  not  a clinic  in  this  area  during  the  year 
under  review  but  some  started  early  in  1966  in  neighbour- 
ing towns.  I should  like  to  make  some  mention  of  cervical 
cytology,  or,  as  it  is  commonly  called,  “smear  testing.” 


Cancer  of  the  neck  of  the  womb  starts  in  the  surface 
layers  of  cells.  There  is  a considerable  time-lag  before  the 
condition  spreads  and  invades  other  parts  of  the  body. 
Whilst  the  cancer  cells  remain  localised  in  the  surface  layers 
there  is  little  danger,  and  this  is  known  as  “carcinoma-in- 
situ.”  It  is  when  the  cells  spread  below  the  surface  layers 
and  invade  other  parts  of  the  body  that  the  disease  becomes 
dangerous.  Early  detection  of  carcinoma-in-situ  should  re- 
duce the  death  rate  from  invasive  cancer  of  the  cervix. 


There  are  no  symptoms  of  carcinoma-in-situ  so  diagnostic 
tests  are  used  to  discover  it.  A simple  examination  is  carried 
out,  some  cells  are  scraped  off  the  surface  of  the  neck  of  the 
womb,  smeared  on  a glass  slide  and  sent  for  examination  to 
a laboratory.  The  examination  of  these  cells  is  known  as 
exfoliative  cytology.  If  there  be  any  suspicion  or  doubt  about 
malignant  cells  the  patient  is  referred  to  a consultant 
gynaecologist  for  further  investigation. 


It  is  thought  that  there  may  be  over  a five  year  interval 
between  the  appearance  of  abnormal  cells  and  the  develop- 
ment of  cancer.  It  follows  that  examination  every  five  years 
should  be  encouraged  to  detect  the  early  signs  of  disease 
and  to  offer  the  greatest  chance  of  cure. 

Cancer  of  the  cervix  is  more  common  amongst:  Women 
who  have  had  several  children,  women  who  have  had  fre- 
quent sexual  relations  with  uncircumcised  men,  women  of 
lower  social  classes  and  women  over  the  age  of  35.  All  these 
groups  should  be  actively  encouraged  to  attend  for  examina- 
tion either  at  a clinic  or  by  their  own  general  practitioner. 
It  may  be  most  difficult  to  get  some  of  the  women  who  are 
at  greatest  risk  — the  lower  social  class  with  a large  family 
— to  attend  for  routine  examination.  These  are  the  people 
whose  home  commitments  may  make  attendance  difficult  to 
manage  and  who  frequently  are  unaware  of  the  danger.  It 
is  usually  the  educated  unmarried  woman  or  married 
woman  with  one  or  no  child  who  are  first  to  avail  themselves 
of  an  examination.  Ways  will  have  to  be  devised  to  get  the 
others  to  attend,  and  this  should  command  our  attention. 
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HOUSING 

I mentioned  briefly  the  influence  housing  conditions  had 
upon  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  community.  The  figure 
for  new  houses  erected  in  1964  was  158  and  a record.  We 
must  all  be  very  pleased  to  sec  that  this  number  was  in- 
creased to  162  new  houses  erected  in  1965,  establishing  a 
new  record. 

Housing  is  one  of  the  environmental  factors  which  can 
influence  the  health  of  the  individual  and  the  community. 
Bad  housing  conditions  help  the  spread  of  some  forms  of 
disease  and  also  lower  the  standard  of  social  and  moral 
behaviour.  Good  housing,  on  the  other  hand,  may  lead  to 
better  health  and  to  a raising  of  standards  of  living. 

All  engaged  in  public  health  have  a duty  to  constantly 
bring  to  the  attention  of  those  responsible  for  housing  the 
number  of  sub-standard  houses  in  the  area,  and  remind  them 
of  the  bad  influences  of  such  poor  houses  on  the  health  and 
welfare  of  the  inhabitants.  It  is  appreciated  that  factors  such 
as  finance  and  inadequate  sewerage  facilities  may  delay 
building,  but  the  officers  must  constantly  press  for  better 
housing  condilions.  It  is  their  duty. 

STAFF 

I am  grateful  to  many  of  my  colleagues  for  the  informa- 
tion concerning  their  departments  included  in  this  report.  I 
should  particularly  like  to  thank  Dr.  C.  D.  Cormac,  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Lindsey  County  Council,  and  his 
staff,  for  making  available  the  information  relating  to  the 
County  Health  Department.  I also  thank  Mr.  Edginton, 
Engineer,  Surveyor  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  who 
got  together  quite  a considerable  amount  of  the  details  con- 
tained in  this  report. 

I should  also  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  support  during  the  year. 

Finally,  I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  staff  of  my  own 
department,  Mr.  Edginton,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
Mr.  Knowles  and  Mr.  Robinson,  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspectors;  and  also  the  clerical  staff,  for  their  loyal  co- 
operation and  assistance.

The  district  is  a flat  stretch  of  land  forming  the  North- 
Western  portion  of  Lincolnshire.  It  is  bounded  to  the  North 
and  West  by  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  to  the  South  by 
Nottingham  and  to  the  East  by  the  River  Trent. 

The  drainage  of  the  area  has  resulted  in  this  becoming  a 
very  fertile  food  producing  district.  The  essential  industry 
is  agriculture  with  its  usual  small  ancillary  industries. 

A large  grain  silo  and  seed  dressing  depot  and  a grass 
drying  plant  are  situated  in  Epworth.  There  is  a dehydrating 
plant  at  Crowle  where  all  types  of  foods  are  processed.  A 
very  large  electricity  generating  station,  owned  by  the  Brit- 
ish Electricity  Authority,  is  at  Keadby.  Other  industries  in- 
clude Tillage  Works,  Brickyards,  Agriculture  Machinery  and 
Builders’  businesses.

1965  METEOROLOGICAL  DATA  — CONCLUSIONS 
RAINFALL 

Total  rainfall  of  27.45  inches  was  well  in  excess  of  the  average  for 
the  area.  Although  the  early  part  of  the  year  received  average  or 
below  average  falls  there  was  an  exceptionally  wet  autumn  and  early 
winter.  Months  with  below  average  rainfall  were  January,  February 
and  October,  with  February  as  the  driest  of  the  year.  Above  aver- 
age months  were  April,  August,  September,  November  and  Decem- 
ber, whilst  the  remaining  months  were  very  close  to  the  local 
average.  The  5.27  inch  fall  of  September  was  distinctly  unusual  and 
represented  the  wettest  month  of  the  year,  with  a total  of  27  rain 
days.  This  total  was  also  achieved  in  January,  but  the  total  rain  in 
this  case  was  below  average. 

SUNSHINE 

The  total  of  1334.6  hours  in  the  year  was  29.8%  of  the  total  pos- 
sible, against  a normal  county  of  34%  at  Waddington,  near  Lincoln. 
Sunny  months  were  January  (plus  18%),  March  (plus  10%),  August 
(plus  3%),  November  (plus  6%)  and  December  (plus  7%).  Months 
starved  of  sunshine  were  February  (minus  9%),  April  (minus  2%), 
May  (minus  6%),  June  (minus  9%),  July  (minus  13%)  and  Septem- 
ber (minus  5%),  whilst  October  just  held  its  own.  The  plus  % or 
minus  % represents  the  % difference  between  the  % actually  attain- 
ed and  the  % attained  on  average. 

TEMPERATURE 

The  early  months  provided  normal  temperatures  with  only  light 
rain  and  snow  though  the  extreme  minimum  of  the  year,  17  degrees 
F.,  came  in  March,  a month  in  which  a week  of  anticyclonic  condi- 
tions brought  a rare  74  degrees  F.  max.  May  was  a very  good  month 
with  average  daily  maximums  well  above  normal.  The  summer  months 
were  all  slightly  below  average  with  July  markedly  so  with  an  aver- 
age mean  temp,  some  5 degrees  F.  below  normal.  October’s  tempera- 
tures reflected  a period  of  mild  Autumn  conditions,  but  November’s 
readings,  as  a result  of  a sharp  wintry  spell,  were  again  about  5 
degrees  F.  below  average,  and  this  trend  continued  into  a very  wet 
and  chilly  December. 

The  first  60  degrees  F.  of  the  year  was  reached  on  March  27th, 
and  the  last  air  frost  of  the  year  occurred  on  the  night  of  May  18th. 
The  extreme  minimum  has  already  been  referred  to,  whilst  May  pro- 
vided the  extreme  maximum  with  79  degrees  F.  on  May  14th.  The 
first  air  frost  of  Autumn  was  recorded  on  November  2nd. 

COLLATION  OF  DATA 

The  meteorological  readings  from  which  this  annual  summary  has 
been  prepared,  were  taken  by  senior  pupils  of  the  North  Axholme 
Secondary  School  at  the  John  Wright  Weather  Station,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  B.  J.  Hastings,  geography  master.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


This  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  I,  as 
School  Medical  Officer,  carried  out  inspections,  etc.,  in  our 
schools.  The  state  of  health,  general  nutrition  and  cleanli- 
ness of  the  children  was  of  a high  standard.  Routine  medical 
inspection  is  carried  out  on  children  in  their  first  year  at 
school,  in  their  first  year  at  secondary  school,  and  in  their 
last  year  at  school.  Besides  these  routine  medical  inspec- 
tions, children  with  any  defects  are  regularly  seen  at  “super- 
visory” examinations  and  any  child  referred  by  a parent  or 
teacher  is  given  a “special”  examination.  I am  grateful  to 
the  County  Medical  Officer  for  permission  to  include  the  fol- 
lowing summary  of  work  carried  out  during  1965  in  our 
area.

There  are  on  the  Register  66  retailers  who  retail  only  pre- 
packed ice  cream. 

53  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  of  the  66 
premises,  and  of  nine  contraventions  found,  nine  were 
remedied.  Two  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken,  both  were 
classified  as  Grade  I. 
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THE  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955,  provides  for  the 
sampling  of  food  and  drugs  for  analysis  or  for  bacteriological 
and  other  examinations.  The  Lindsey  County  Council  is  the 
authority  responsible  for  these  duties.  I am  grateful  to  Dr. 
C.  D.  Cormac,  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  Mr. 
G.  Collinson,  County  Health  Inspector,  for  the  following 
information.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


During  the  year  the  Haxey  Phase  II  Sewerage  Scheme  was 
completed.  This  comprised  the  sewering  of  Haxey  village 
and  the  hamlet  of  Craiselound.  The  sewage  disposal  works 
have  been  constructed  as  part  of  the  Haxey  Phase  I Scheme. 
At  the  same  time  progress  was  made  in  persuading  property 
owners  wherever  possible  to  apply  for  Standard  Grants.  The 
only  difficulty  which  arose  here  was  an  economic  one  as  a 
number  of  elderly  owners  were  not  able  to  afford  the  cost 
of  providing  the  standard  amenities  even  with  the  assistance 
of  a grant.  However,  little  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
securing  the  conversion  of  pail  closets  with  the  aid  of  the 
Conversion  Grant. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  work  started  on  the  con- 
struction of  the  Belton  Sewerage  Scheme.  In  this  the  sewers 
are  discharged  to  an  enlarged  existing  works  at  present  only 
serving  Epworth.  Earlier  in  the  year  a Ministry  enquiry  was 
held  into  the  proposal  for  the  Crowle  Phase  II  Scheme  and 
it  is  anticipated  that  the  work  will  be  commenced  in  1966. 
This  scheme  provides  for  the  sewering  of  the  village  of 
Crowle,  including  Ealand,  and  the  new  sewers  will  discharge 
to  the  existing  sewage  disposal  works. 

Little  progress  was  made  during  the  year  with  the  two 
schemes  in  course  of  preparation.  These  comprise  the 
Northern  Area  scheme  which  will  serve  the  villages  of 
Eastoft,  Luddington,  Garthorpe  and  Amcotts,  and  the 
scheme  which  will  serve  Owston  Ferry  and  Westwoodside. 
It  is  usual  to  experience  frustrating  delays  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  such  schemes  but  they  have  been  particularly  so  in 
the  preparation  of  the  Northern  Area  Scheme.  Difficulties 
have  arisen  in  acquiring  a site  for  the  sewage  disposal  works 
and  also  over  its  design.  It  is  unfortunate  that  this  scheme 
could  not  have  been  proceeded  with  more  quickly  because 
of  its  urgent  need,  particularly  in  the  villages  of  Eastoft 
and  Luddington.  The  failure  of  soakaways  taking  sullage 
water  from  Council  houses  in  Luddington  has  resulted  in 
serious  nuisances  over  a long  period.  These  are  difficult  to 
alleviate  because  of  the  unsuitability  of  the  subsoil  in  the 
area  for  irrigation.  The  fouling  of  the  land  drainage  system 
referred  to  in  previous  reports  becomes  progressively  worse 
particularly  in  the  summer  months  when  many  dykes,  which 
are  in  effect  open  sewers,  are  just  stagnant.

HOUSEHOLD  REFUSE 


The  kerbside  service  proceeded  on  a weekly  basis  without 
interruption.  It  was  unfortunately  not  found  possible  (as  it 
had  been  hoped)  to  extend  the  service  to  the  more  isolated 
properties  on  the  western  side  of  the  district.  Labour  has 
not  been  available  for  this  purpose  and  unless  more  is  ob- 
tained the  service  cannot  be  extended  at  the  present  time. 
An  arrangement  was  made  with  Thorne  Rural  District  Coun- 
cil to  collect  from  fourteen  properties  on  the  mid-western 
boundary  and  our  thanks  arc  due  to  them  for  this  helpful 
co-operation. 

It  was  agreed  during  the  year  to  purchase  an  excavator/ 
loader  in  1966  and  this  should  enable  us  to  maintain  the  tips 
in  a proper  manner.  There  is  no  reason  why  the  old  clay 
workings  at  Belton,  part  of  which  are  used  as  a tip,  should 
not  eventually  revert  to  agricultural  use,  when  they  would 
no  longer  present  such  a drab,  forlorn  appearance  to  the 
passer-by. 

Weekly  nightsoil  collections  were  also  maintained,  despite 
the  unattractive  nature  of  the  work.  For  the  first  time  septic 
tanks  were  emptied  without  charge  and  this  has  resulted 
in  an  increased  demand  for  this  service. 

DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION

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RODENT  CONTROL 


This  important  work  has  proceeded  satisfactorily  during 
the  year.  The  full-time  Rodent  Operator  spends  the  greater 
part  of  his  time  on  survey  work  and  he  has  acquired  an 
intimate  knowledge  of  the  district.  It  is  most  unlikely  that 
any  serious  infestation  will  remain  unnoticed  for  any  length 
of  "time  and  the  Council  is  fortunate  in  having  such  a con- 
scientious employee  engaged  on  this  important  public  health 
work.  In  the  absence  of  large  scale  epidemics  of  infectious 
diseases  we  tend  to  forget  that  this  is  so  largely  because 
vital  public  health  principles  are  being  observed.  One  of 
these  is  that  the  rat  population  must  be  kept  to  a minimum 
and  it  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  that  in  your  district 
this  is  being  done. 

During  the  year  also  the  selling  of  Warferine  for  use  at 
business  premises  continued  and  it  was  also  available  with- 
out charge  for  use  on  domestic  premises.  The  total  amount 
sold  or  distributed  without  charge  during  the  year  was 
approximately  two  tons.  This  is  a considerable  quantity  and 
further  illustrates  the  fact  that  efforts  must  not  be  relaxed. 
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FACTORIES  ACTS,  1937  & 1948 

The  number  of  factories  on  the  register,  including  three 
bakehouses,  is  105.  During  the  year  103  visits  were  paid  to 
these  premises,  which  resulted  in  eight  offences  against  the 
Act  being  remedied.  This  work  has  been  facilitated  by  the 
ready  co-operation  which  has  been  extended  at  all  times  by 
Her  Majesty’s  Inspector  for  the  District.
